Despite the fact 
that this short comings was brought to the notice ot the Dargah 
administration every year through Audit and Inspection 
Reports, no action was taken for the preparation of the 
Balance Sheet so far (June 1988), The progrewi made in 
the preparation of the Balance Sheet was intimated that 
practically of the Balncc Sheet was discussed with the 
Nazim of the Dargah and it was intimated that practically it 
would be difficult to prepare the Balance Sheet, it w^w, 
however, noticed that the matter came up for discussion in 
the meeting of the Dargah Committee held on 9th & IBth, 
April, 1988 and the President of the Committee suggeflAed 
that services of some Chartered Accountant might be obtained 
but no action in this regard was found to have been initiated 
up to June, 1988. 

Besides various immovable properties, there arc_ many 
costly items of gold and silver in the ‘Gumbad’ Sharif, main 
Toshokliana and subsidiary Toshakhana of the Dargah. the 
accountal and exhibition there of Is essential in tho books of 
accounts of the Dargah Khawaja Sahib in order to reflect 
complete picture of the assests.

The Dargah adminiatratfon alao incurred th© recurring 
expenditure on daily supply of Flowers, “Sandal” and candles 
to the Holy Shrine. Payment of ElcctiifiUy and water 
charges, peyment of salary to staff, scholarships to students 
and expenditure on daily langar, help to the poor, mainten¬ 
ance of Dargah Shareef and Guest Houses has been done 
rci^arly and satisfactorily. 

Uts Mubarak of Hazarat Khaw<^a Ghartb Na^voz {R,A.) 

Urs Khawaja Moinuddin Chiahty (R.A.) commenced on 
Ui Rajab 1408 Hljri corresponding to 20th February, 1988 
and was over after Bara Qm on 9th Rajab corresponding to 
28th February, 1988. On this day, the whole of Dargah 
is washed and cleaned. Zairecn sprinkle rose water. 
Instances of injuries caused by pieces of broken glass 
bottles were nil this year because Zalreen were not allowed 
to carry rose water in glass bottles. Instead, they were 
asked to bring it in plastic containers. The Friday Prayers 
were held on 30th Jamadiussani and 7th Rajab correspond¬ 
ing to 19th and 26th February, 1988 respectively. More 
than two lac Zalreen offered their prayers on each Friday. 
It was a record crowd and every thing passed off extremely 
well. Excellent arrangements were made for regulating 
entry and exit of Zelreen on both occasions. Outside 
Dargah Shareef, the Namazocs stood in several rows upto 
M^ar Gate and Railway Station on one side and upto 
Daulat Bagh on the other. The Dargah administration had 
installed a large number of loud speakers sufficient to cover 
the entire area in anticipation of the huge congregations 
this year. 

Qul ceremony was held on 6th Rajab corresponding to 25th 
February, 1988, from 11.30 A.M. to 1.30 P.M. Every thing 
went off very well. About Four lac Zalreen paid their 
homage tci the Holy Saint All the ceremonies and rituals 
were ncld in accordance with the traditions and procedures 
laid dow# for this occasipn, 


A Camp was established at Vishram Sthal for the Zairecn 
who come by private buses. This year, over 3000 private 
buses arrived from various places. The arrangements for 
parking at Vishram Sthal were very satisfactory. At the 
Camp site, special attention was paid to cleanliness and sani¬ 
tation and despite drought and many other difficulties, water 
was made available in abundance. Sufficient number of 
hand^pitmps were installed and fitted with pumping-sets and 
storage tanks. Fair price shops were opened and essential 
commodities were made available in large (juantitics. Cheap 
food packets were also provided to the Zaireen for the first 
time. The Dargah administration established a Service Camp 
at Vbhram Sthal with a view to help the Zairecn, It was 
manned by Dargah Staff and Scouts. A 16-Chamiel public 
iiddress system with sufficient number of loud-speakers cover¬ 
ing Vishram Sthal, railway station, etc, was installed this 
year by the Dargah administration at the Central Enquiry 
Office established at Buland Darwaza, Over 750 missing 
children/adults were restored to their parents/wards. The 
volunteers of Bharat Scouts and Guides rendered valuable 
service. Two First Aid Posts were set-up at Vishram Sthal 
under the aegies of the Indian Red Cross Society, U.P. The 
Close Circuit TV sets were installed Inside Dargah Shareef 
for the first time by the Dargah administration. This was 
done for the purpose d crowd control and also for keeping 
an eye on the undesirable elements. 


Cleaning of Jhalra, which was long over due, was taken- 
up in right earnest with the help of the District Administra¬ 
tion this year. Deep boring at Jhalra was also done. This 
proved very useful in augmenting the supply of water. 
Necessary steps were taken to ensure that the entire Dargah 
Shareef and the Quest House Complex remained well lit 
throughout Extra hands were employed for Urs duties. 
They worked round-the-clock with the regular staff to keep 
the premises clean. There were no complaints regarding 
electricity and no complaints regarding water supply. 


Extra Chaprasls and Safal-walas were employed by Dargah 
administration to cope with the added load of work during 
Urs. High standard of cleanliness and sanitation was main¬ 
tained within the D^ah premises despite the fact that Deg 
was cooked dally. This year, the cooked food was not 
aUowed to be looted and sold, but it was distributed in a dis¬ 
ciplined manner inside the Iron-bar-enclosure which was 
properly renovated for this purpose. The entire area was, 
therefore, kept absolutely neat and clean this year. 

The Pakistan Delegation consisting of 265 Zairecn attended 
the Urs and presented arrangements for their stay at the 
Government Girls Higher Secondary ^hool were made by 
the District Administration. They were accorded a Civic 
Reception by the Nagar Parishad at the Vijay Laxmi Park, 
Ajmer. 


Seven Dispensaries, iucludir^ one First Aid Post of the 
All India Red Cross Society, U.P. were set-^ for free treat¬ 
ment of Zoircon within Dargah premises. Tne total number 
of patients treated during the Urs stood at 30,950. 

All the necessary administrative arrangements, in particular 
Police, Electricity, Water supply, Hygiene, sanitation and 
cleanlines were excellent and remained so through-out the 
Uri. Adequate arrangements were made by the Railways 
services rendered by them wore very satisfactory. 


Although Qul was over on 20th February, 1988, a very 
large number of Zaireen stayed here to offer Friday Prayers 
on 26th February, 1988. It was indeed a huge con¬ 
gregation and rows of Namazecs touched the Rail¬ 
way Station and Daulat Bagh areas. However bv
